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In this concluding play of the Orestean trilogy, ^schy- 
his has departed from the ordinary mythology of the 
Greeks, which reckoned only three Furies, and has in- 
creased them to fifteen, in order to ohtain the numher 
requisite for the formation of the Chorus, (for their posi- 
tion, etc., see MuUer, Eumenides, $ 12.) just as, in the 
Supplices, he has reduced the fifty daughters of Danaus 
to a like number for the same reason. This play is like- 
wise remarkable as exhibiting a posidye instance of a 
change of scene, of which hereafter. 

In the opening scene, the Pythoness is discovered ia 
front of the temple of Apollo at Delphi, where she is pray- 
ing to the gods of the temple, and recounting their history 
and attributes (1 — 83), probably addressing the images 
of Earth, Themis, Phoebe, and Phoebus (Muller, § 27). 
She then retires into the temple, but presently returns, 
terror-smitten at the sight of Orestes seated on the nayel- 
stooe of the sanctuary (40), bearing the attributes of a 
suppliant, but surrounded by the hideous^ hufc t^^««-"«»^=^- 
telligible (45—55), troop oi t\ie ^\infc^. -tV^vcJys^^t. ^v-^^ 
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temple was laid open to view either by means of the iicic^ 
Khrifia (MuUer, § 28, Diet, of Antiq. v. Tlieatre), or by the 
removal of a curtain which had hnng down during the 
first part of the speech of the Pythoness. 

A conversation then ensues between Apollo (who, toge* 
ther with Hermes, has accompanied the avenger on his 
fury- driven flight,) and Orestes, in which the god exhorts 
him not to give way to fear, as he will ever stand by him, 
but to hasten to Athens (79), and there await the issue of 
a fair trial, assigning Hermes to him as an escort (90). 
Orestes then quits the stage, accompanied by Hermes. 

The ghost of Clytaemnestra rises (by means of the x^H*^ 
Plot K\(ficuc€s. Pollux iv. 19. Diet, of Antiq. /. c), and she 
complains bitterly of the insults her spirit sustains among 
the sliades by remaining unrevenged. Awakened by her 
bitter reproaches (116), the Furies hasten to seize on Orestes, 
but find, with rage, that he has escaped. Each encourages 
the other to the pursuit (140, sqq.), reproaching Apollo 
(149) with having invaded their ancient prerogative, and 
robbed them of their victim. The god, nothing moved, 
haughtily bids them quit his temple (179), and seek scenes 
more congenial to their nature (186 — 91). The Chorus 
then charge him with injustice, both in having incited 
Orestes to the commission of such a deed, and in interfering 
with them in their duty of punishing a matricide (198 — 
213). Apollo defends the act of Orestes on various grounds 
(213 — 24), but the Chorus persist as obstinately in their 
determination to follow up Orestes, as Apollo does in his 
resolution to protect him. 

" Between vss. 234 and 235 there is a long pause. First 
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Orestes, then the Choms, and lastly Apollo, hare each left 
the stage. Then all at once we are transplanted from 
Delphi to Athens, and must fancy a long intenral of time 
to haye elapsed, during which Orestes had passed over 
land and sea — a disregard of the external unities quite in 
the character of the ^schylean poetry. . . . With regard to 
the shifting of scene required hy the change of place, that 
could easily he effected without the intenrention of the 
curtain, since we merely step out of one temple into another ; 
all that would be necessary was a contriyance in the centre 
door, to make the Omphalos disappear at the moment the 
statue of Pallas was brought forward" (Muller, § 30). 

** The Chorus, now in the orchestra, is conceived to be in 
the front- court of this temple. It is also in the orchestra — 
certainly not on the stage — that the Areopagites subse- 
quently made their appearance ; in fact, they must have 
taken their seats under the amphitheatre, in the semi- 
circular curve of the orchestra. For it is evidently the 
poet's design to comprise the Areopagus and the assembled 
Athenians as a whole, and as such they are addressed in 
common by the goddess in her first inauguration speech. . . 
and in this way the Athenian people is irresistibly drawn 
into the very drama, and in a manner compelled to bear a 
part in the action." (ibid.) 

Orestes now enters (235), and implores that Athen^ will 
receive him favourably, setting forth the purifications he 
has already undergone (cf. vs. 276, sqq. with the notes on 
both passages), and his consequent fitness to receive final 
and complete expiation and acquittal in her tem^l^. 
The Chorus, having &ucce&6i\i\\?f \xw^%.\ Vvccw \&aassx 
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(244—^3)} expren thar detenninfttioB for veffgeanee, snd 
descastoa the impossibility of escape for a matricide (261"— 
67} both in this world and the next (270, sqq.). Orestes 
TepHes by a ialt enmneration of the purifications he had 
ahready referred to, b«t the Chorus utterly reject his 
appeal, and begin a terrific hymn calculated to bind him 
down {94vfju9tr vs. 906) under their incantations. They 
then invoke their mother. Night, to witness the insuh 
Apollo has offered them by his interference (821), again 
renewing their incantation (341 — 8). 

At lengtli Athene appears (S97), and expresses her 8ur« 
prise at the strange figures of the Furies. Haying ex- 
plained the purport of their fearful errand, they agree to 
refer the trial to her to conduct (4>85), and she calls upon 
Orestes to state the particulars of his life, and the reason 
for his appearing as a suppliant ** after the manner of 
Ixion" (441). 

Orestes, in reply, again explains the fact that he is now 
free firom pollution, owing to his previous purifications 
(443—54), and, having removed that impression, he nar- 
rates his own birth and parentage, the murder of his father 
(460), and the manner in which Apollo had urged him to 
avenge it Minerva replies, that the matter is too great for 
man to decide (470), and that it is out of her province to do 
so. She then calls upon the bystanders to form a jury, 
thereby virtually instituting the court of Areopagus, and 
bids them take the necessary oaths. After an ode has been 
sung, ** the goddess, by voice of herald and blast of trum- 
pet, enjoins silence during the sitting of the court (566, 
^^.^» On thif occasion, no doubt, actual blasts of the 
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trumpet pealed through the theatre, and the well-knowu 
herald's cry, *Aico^crc A.€^, was heard, as in court" (Muller, 
§ 30). Apollo now appears as a witness and participator 
(576, 9) in the cause, and Athene introduces it (£82). A 
series of questions and answers follow in alternate verses 
(6S7 — 608), till Orestes appeals to Apollo. Apollo first 
declares that all his oracles proceed from Jove, and that 
Jove's will must he oheyed (616 — 21), and then descants 
upon the ignominious treachery hy which Agamemnon 
fell (631 — 5). The Chorus reply, that the conduct of 
Zeus in binding his own father, Satan, in chains, proves 
him to be an unfit judge of what filial affection should be. 
Apollo retorts, that to bind is very different from to slay 
(645 — 8). He then denies that the mother is the true 
parent of the child, and instances Minerva herself (664, 
sqq.) as a proof to the contrary. Minerva then enters into 
an account of the ancient foundation of the Areopagus, and 
calls upon the jury to remember their oaths, and vote con- 
scientiously (681 — 710). The Eumenides exhort the peo- 
ple to dread their wrath, while Apollo ui^es the necessity 
of respect for his oracles, and fresh recriminations ensue 
between the rival powers (713, sqq.), until Athen6 declares 
her resolution to vote for Orestes (735). All are in a state 
of extreme anxiety, when Orestes is declared acquitted, the 
votes being equal (753. See MuUer's Appendix on tlie 
Calculus Minervae.) Orestes thanks the goddess and the 
jury (754 — 77), but the Chorus break forth into repeated 
threats of revenge (778 — 93, 808 — 22), and expressions 
of bitter vexation (837—46, 870—80). Minerva at length 
eoDMoles them, after a long altercation, mlVk. ^]GL^ \sss^^ "^ 
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receiving the highest honours the country of Athens eati 
confer, while they in turn inyoke, and promise to heap, 
blessings upon the city (916 — 25, 933—948, 956 — 67, 
976 — 8X). The pl&y concludes with mutual expresakms 
of alliance and good-wilL 

On the change of the Furies or Semnee into the Eiune- 
nidei or bencTolent spirits, the reader cannot do better 
than consult Muller, § 87, 3. Drake (Introd. p. 64) r^ 
marks that ** the main idea of the whole trilogy is to shew 
bow a curse rooted in the human race, and generating one 
misdeed out of another, is averted by the control of the 
Saviour God. The secondary aim is to inculcate respect 
for established institutions, and particularly for the Areo- 
pagus.** 

As to the outward appearance and dress of the Erinnyei, 
iEschylus seems to have had in view the Gorgon images, 
which were among the earliest works of Grecian, particu- 
larly Athenian, art From these he borrowed the ** snaky 
tresses," and the pendent tongue and grinning mouth. He 
has likewise given them the hideous expression peculiar to 
the Harpies, and the black dress which marks them for the 
daughters of Night He does not (like Eur. Or. 317) giro 
them wings, because the image of hounds (Choeph. 911, 
1150) was perpetually before his view, marking, as it did, 
their keen and perpetual chase after those guilty of blood- 
shed.
